^"""■^ I $-,.^00. This doaa aot take lata ac- 
<'ount the woraioaa loaa due to dis- 
astrous quarantines and the com- 
increial paralysis which th.- fear of 
the (lis. ase so rre(|uently produces. 

Till', disease is now treated by a 
serum discovered through the ge- 
nius of Tersin. This Is used la jnuch 
the sane way as la diphtheria anti- 
toxla.

ll is 0 well known fact that a hullet 
never goes slralght lo n luai U, but flies 
In a curve on the order of the pnraliohi. 
lint most people think that the bullet 
itself follows its nose and that iil lnsi 
(When the iio»e Is poinle<l upi the pul- 
let follows it and that when the bullet 
Is comln.g down on the other leg of the 
cnrve the nose Is pointed down. 

This Is a mIstjiKe. for the nose of a 
bullet nlways m.-iintaiim Its oun direc 
I tlon, no iniitter wiiat the bullet as n 
whole tries to do. That Is. if a gun bo 
! pointed sligblly up, the bullet, when it 
I strikes llw lar;;ef, will not enter It imt- 
; |)endlcularly by the nose, and tin- hole 
made will be larger than the bullet Is 
round, for the bullet of necessity must 
hit In a certain degree flatv.Lse. (H 
course the reason the linllel docs this 
la btMiinse If has n very rapid rotation 
Riven it liy the rifles in tbe barrel, 
which keeps it also froB tsnilBtf over 
and over in the uir. 

Another thing that w ill s<H>ni pei iiliar 
to nio.st people is the ai lion of gravity 
on :i bullet If .1 gun bo tired exactly 
hori/ontally the IniMct will have to be 
pulled dou ri l.\ gr.i\ily cxac tly sixte<'n 
feet during the tirsf sc<-ond. So if flieiv 
were no sighis tin a gun and it w;is 
leveled l<y nic.iiis of a hind level and 
lired tlie bnllel wonhl hit suiuethtng 
exactly sixto ii led below the gun at a 
distance away eipial to tk* TOkwIty of 
the bullet per second. 

No matter what the bullet's velocity, 
gravity will pull It down slTfeen feet 
during the first .se( ond. or If the bullet 
be lired upward gravity will take from 
Its upw-.-ird velocity tfa Ll/t W U f W B dur- 
Ing the first second. 

The bullet Itself keeps Its axis al- 
ways in the direction tlie axLa had 
when the bullet issued from the gun. 
This Is the well known gyroscopic prin- 
ciple mode use of in the gyroscopic 
compass and 'he monorail car— that a 
rotating body will maintain Its axis of 
rotation In the itame direction unless a 
moment of force l>e ai>i>lied to it. 

But what actually hap[>eus with the 
modern high powered rifle? Does it 
shoot a bullet that goes iu sldewaysT 

To a slight extent It may be stated 
that tbe modern army bullet does do 
that very thing. Its velocity, however, 
is so enormous that the gun barrel does 
not have to be elevated through so 
large an angle, and consequcutly the 
bullet euters fairly on its nose, though 
not squarely so„ at- all oedioary ranges. 

The same may be said of the bigger 
gups. They have rifling in them and 
so give rotation and gyroscopic action 
to the firojectlles. But a mortar does 
Bot A mortar shoots soawthing al- 
nost straight up la the air aad leto it 
fall down. As tko aiortar Is too short 
barreled to be rifled the top of the pro- 
jectile wouM hit n targin a long dis- 
tance away, hot for a shot alaieet 
straight up IB tke ataf to fkll right down 
of coanw the bottom of tbe pr«4d<!tUe 
wooM strike flnt Tko mortar ffnujoo- 
tiles are goBorally lOBBd. so tkat it wia 
Bot matter kow tkey strtko. 

The reason a Imllst caaaot bo aaio 
so that It will always enter a targat 
eijuarely On its nose la that toe vntf 
rauge a differently shaped ballet woBid 
bare to be aaaofketBrat; also tha biri> 
let should be symmetrical, ao tkht 9m 
air will exert no dIstnrblBg laflaaaM 
on Its distorted parts. 

A bullet has a dIatlBct carve Uko that 
of a baseball, doe to |ts eotatio 
this curve Is indspoBdeat of the 
Ola given by gravity. The 
aud more iMlbihed a bullet la 
is thU curve. But the action of the 
ridlug in n gun barrel puts little 
grooves in the bullet us It goes through 
the barrel. These catch the air as the 
bullet rotates and euuseit the curve 
spoken of. 

If the bullet be rotated In the direc- 
tion of file hands of a clock the curve 
will make the bullet go to the left of 
the exact |>idnt aimed at. The effect la 
Ko sm;ill. Iiowevcr. that It does uot 
have to be tikcn into account in the 
muiiui'ucture of riUeaand ammauUiou
